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New Brockton City Council 
focus on police department 


Meeting in regular session Mon- 
day evening, the New Brockton City 
Council has once again began to at- 
tract a sizable crowd of the town's 
citizens. 

After a brief, but heated exchange 
between Mayor Jim Driskell and 
Councilman Charles Cole, Police 
Officer Duane Bighem was relieved 
of duty. 

Bighem a black reserve police of- 
ficer, had been temporarily hired 
during the heavy rains and flood 
conditions which placed a heavier 
work load on the police department. 

Last Saturday evening while an- 
swering a disturbance call in a hous- 
ing project on Sawyer Street, Big: 
hem reportedly got out of his patrol 
car waving a shotgun. 

According to Cole there was a 
large crowd with women and chil- 
dren present. He stated that some- 
body could have been seriously in- 
jured or even killed. 

An arrest of three individuals re- 
sulted from the call. They. were 
charged with disorderly conduct, in- 
citing a riot and resisting arrest. 
Their names were not available. 

According to Cole, during a meet- 
ing with Police Chief Richard Nich- 
ols, Police Commissioner Ralph 
Medley, the Mayor and himself it 
was agreed that there was a problem, 
but they didn’t know what they were 
going to do about it. 

Several weeks ago, there were 
complaints about parties going on all 
over town and that nothing was be- 
ing done about it. 

Mayor Driskell stated that this 
was the reason the police office was 
responding to the request made ei- 
ther by telephone or in person, it was 
not clear which. Reportedly, there 
was a4 party going on in the streets. 

Cole said , "We don't need a po- 
lice office who does such a thing." 

"People are being mistreated in 
New Brockton," said Cole, "We've 
gol a problem. What are we going to 
do about it?” 

Mayor Driskell responded, "We 
do have a problem, but it's not neces- 
sarily with a police officer.” 

Cole commented, "The problem 
is not the police department, it's right 
here at this (council) table." 

There were several more ex- 
changes of charges and counter 
charges between the Mayor and 
Cole, but the bottom line was, "what 


are we going to do about the situa- 
tion?" 

Councilman Britt Lee made the 
motion to relieve Officer Bighem 
from duty until all applications for 
the job of fulltime police officer can 
be reviewed.The motion was second 
by Cole. 

Councilman Laymon  Tindol 
made the statement that he didn't 
think anyone should be relieved of 
duty unul they were interviewed and 
their side of the story heard. 

[t should be stated that all sides of 
this incident were not reported at the 
council meeting, only what someone 
was told - not what was seen. 

Also, during the discussion before 
the vote, it was brought to the atten- 
tion of the council by Lee that a res- 
olution was on record which re- 
solved, that no one can be hired by 
the city until it is voted on by the 
council with all members being 
present. 

The Mayor stated that he was not 
aware of such a resolution and asked 
that Lee bring a copy so that he 
might see it. 

Councilmen Cole, Lee and Bud 
Goodson voted to relieve Bighem 
from duty, Medley voted against and 
Tindol abstained. 

Ken Bevis, a CPA with the ac- 
counting firm of Carpenter, Bevis & 
Eberhart, located in Dothan, re- 
viewed with the council their finan- 
cial statement and auditor's report. 

The deficit in the general fund 
and the: lack of revenue are the 
biggest problems facing the Town of 
New Brockton according to Bevis. 

He commented that the town was 
doing a better job of budgeting, but 
there were some areas inwhich im- 
provements could be made in record- 
ing certain transactions. 

Reference was made to the Fire 
Department Cigarette Tax Fund and 
the Senior Citizen's Title III Fund. 

Bevis felt that a general ledger 
or a general journal that summar- 
ized and recapped transactions 
made pertaining to these two funds 
was needed. 

Several recommendations were 
made by the accounting firm as to 
ways to improve the city's financial 
performance and accuracy. 

They were as follows: (1) Better 
record keeping on fire department 
funds-income and expenditures; (2) 
Cross reconciliation of bank state-

Not only is the Corps of Engi- 
neers Overseeing the repair of the 
levee, but they have also been instru- 
mental in aiding the City of Elba in 
making other major repairs to flood 
damaged areas. 

Allen Morse, a field representa- 
tive with the Corps of Engineers, 
told this newspaper that the Corps 
was making history in Elba because 
of a program known as GAP which 
was initiated after Hurricane Elaine 
hit the Gulf Coast. 

The purpose of the Gap Program 
was to give the Corps of Engineers 
the ability to act faster after the oc- 
currence of a disaster, 

During a ten day period of time 
immediately after a disaster, the 
Corps can provide onhand assistance 
to local authorities in making repairs 
that could pose a threat to lives if 
they (repairs) are not made immedi- 
ately, This gives the other federal 
agencies time to get into place and 
begin providing assistance. 

Morse said that the program had 
been practiced, but this was the first 
time that it had ever been imple- 
mented,

The purpose of the resolutions 
was to lay the ground work for the 
receipt of available funds to be used 
in the updating of the rural water 
systems in Coffee County.

Heavy damage to the county's 
road system caused by recent floods 
is taxing the highway department's 


present equipment; therefore, 
County Engineer Mark Pool recom- 
mended the purchase of two new 
motorgraders and a new track exca- 
vator, 

The motorgraders are being pur- 
chased from Joe Money Equipment 
at a cost of $66,900 each and the ex- 
cavator from Caterpillar at a cost of 
$54,464.20. 

This equipment is being bought 
under emergency conditions thus, 
the normal process of requesting 
bids is not required. 

Pool expressed his concern over 
the dangerous conditions of the 
county's road and the public's, or at 
least some of them, disregard for the 

! barricades that have been erected by 
the highway department crews. 

He asked that the news media as- 
sist in alerting the public that there 
are sull some dangerous places on 
county roads. Also, he asked that 
warming signs and barricades not be 
moved (some have even been sto- 
len), as it could cause someone to be 
seriously injured or even killed. 

Forty-five county roads are 
closed to traffic and there are over 
1,200 sites of damage throughout the 
county.

Bill proposed again by Foshee. 
This bill would attempt to rebuild 
the school systems suffering from 
flood damage. 

State Representative jimmy Hol- 
ly, from District 91, said $16 mil- sans cae 
lion will be made available. He 
also said that matching funds by the 
federal government will likely oc- 
cur. 

Holly said the school system in 
Elba is destroyed. "not just the 
buildings," Holly said " but the en- 
lire system. Roads, buildings, 
books and equipment will all have 
to be replaced,” he said. 

"Damages may reach $100 mil- 
lion," Hunt said. According to 
Hunt over 2,200 applications from 
counties across Alabama have been 
received requesting relief. He said 
that 1,200 applications for the busi- 
ness loan will be viewed. 

The Federal and State Disaster 
Agreement Act faced the threat of 
filabuster over the abortion clinic 
regulatory act.

Alabama National Guard assist 
in massive clean-up in Elba, Al. 


The first group of Alabama Na-- 


tional Guard troops working in an 
annual training (AT) status will de- 
part their north Alabama armories 
on Saturday, March 31, bound for 
Elba. 

At the request of Gov. Guy 
Hunt, National Guard Bureau in 
Washington, D.C. approved a re- 
hee to utilize Alabama Army 

uard engineer troops in an AT 
Status to assist in the massive clean- 
up operations in Elba and other 
area towns,

from the 1343d Engineer Battalion 
with 25 pieces of equipment w'*"!

The 1343d has headquarters in 
Athens and line units in Athens, 
Scottsboro, Double Springs and 
Hammondville. 

"The main requirement in re- 
ceiving approval for our engineer 
units and personnel to assist in an 
AT status was that they work in 
their military job speciality," said 
Maj. Gen. Ivan F. Smith adjutant 
general of Alabama,

form in the unit, thus enhancing 
their skills while providing a valua- 
ble service to the citizens of the af- 
fected towns."

Aid for unemployed 
if due to flooding 


Workers in Coffee County who 
are unemployed as a result of the 
recent flooding may be eligible for 
benefits under the Disaster Unem- 
ployment assistant (DUA) program. 
Applications for these benefits 
must be filed by April 22 

John G. Allen, director of the 
Alabama Department of Industrial 
Relations, said persons eligible for 
DUA benifits are those who 
worked in or live in Coffee County 
and become unemployed or could 
not engage in their customary self- 
employment as a result of the 
flooding last week. 

Claims for DUA may be filed at | 
the Enterprise Unemployment 
Compensation office located in the 
Westgate Shopping Center. Those 
filing for DUA assistance are re- 
quested to bring some evidence of 
1989 earnings if at all possible.

Flood disaster assistance still available 


Although the Disaster Applica- 
tion Centers (DAC) operating in 
southem Alabama have closed, 
asistance is still available to victims 
of the March floods who live in 
Elba and any of the 26 disaster de- 
clared counties. 

Those who have flood related 
losses not fully covered by regular 
insurance or flood insurance can 
apply for federal/state aid by call- 
ing the Disaster Application Hot- 
line, 1-800-542-2165. The call is 
free and the Hotline is in operation 
from 8am to 6 pm daily. The Hot- 
line will continue to operate until 
May 21. 

"Even though flood victims have 
until May 21 to register for assis- 
tance, the sooner a person applies 
the sooner the aid will arrive,” said 
Tom Credle, federal coordinating 
officer of the disaster recovery ef- 
fort. "For that reason, anyone liv- 
ing in one of the disaster declared 
counties who had uninsured losses 
in the floods which occured be- 
tween March 15 and March 28 
should call the Hotline as soon as 
possible."

Through Sunday, April 1, a total 
of 3759 people had registered for 
various types of disaster assistance. 
Of that number, 663 applied over 
the Hotline in the 26 county area. 

Assistance that disaster victims 
apply for comes in the form of 
temporary housing, low-interest 
loans, direct grants to individuals 
who have serious unmet needs, and 
disaster unemployment for those 
out of work due to the disaster. 
Other forms of assistance are also 
available to farmers through the 
Farmer Home Administration and 
other U.S. Dapartment of Agricul- 
ture agencies. Only loans are avail- 
able for business losses, not grants. 

TEMPORARY HOUSING 

People who have been forced 
out of their homes due to damage 
caused by flooding may be eligible 
for temporary housing in the form 
of rental money, provided their in- 


surance does not cover that expense 

If the damage is not too exten- 
sive, homeowners may also qualify 
for a housing grant to make neces- 
sary repairs so they may live in 


. their homes while additional repairs 


are being made. This would be an 
amount to make the home safe, san- 
itary, and secure. This grant is not 
designed to fund complete repairs. 
DISASTER LOANS 
Low-interest disaster loans up to 
$100,000 are available to home- 
owners, for losses not fully covered 
by insurance, through the Small 
Business Administration (SBA) to 


‘repair or rebuild their homes. They 


may also borrow up to $20,000 to 
repair of replace personal property, 
including appliances and automo- 
biles. 

Renters who qualify may also 
borrow up to $20,000 to repair or 
replace personal property. For 
homeowners and renters who 
would be able to obtain a loan else- 
where the rate is 8 percent. If they 
are unable to borrow money else- 
where, the rate is 4 percent. Most 
loans are approved for the lower 
rate. 

Business owners may apply for 
loans up to $500,000 to repair or re- 
place disaster related damaged 
property owned by the business, in- 
cluding buildings, equipment, in- 
ventory and supplies. Small busi- 
nesses and small agricultural 
cooperatives (not farmers) may also 
apply for Economic Injury Disaster 
loans of up to $500,000 to assist 
them through the disaster recovery 
period. 

INDIVIDUAL AND FAMILY 
GRANTS 

Individuals who qualify can ap- 
ply for up to $10,400 in a direct 
grant for uninsured losses sustained 
as a result of the floods. The appli-

DISASTER UNEMPLOY- 
MENT ASSISTANCE 

Disaster Unemployment Assis- 
tance (DUA) provides unemploy- 
ment benefits to people who are out 
of work as a direct result of the dis- 
aster, including selfemployed peo- 
ple, fisherman, owners of farms, 
farm workers and others not nor- 
mally covered by state unemploy- 
ment programs. Applications for 
DUA must be made by April 21, 
1990 at the local unemployment of- 
fice. Assistance is available for up 
to 26 weeks from the date of the 
disaster declaration (March 21). 

Anyone in any of the disaster 
declared counties who have geus- 
tions about the various types of dis- 
aster assistance available to them 
can call the Disaster Hotline for in 
formation.

County Commission awards 
bid for year's supply of fuel 


The Coffee County Commission 
mecting in regular session met in the 
Enterprise Courthouse this past 
Monday, April 9, at 9:00 a.m. 

Business was small in quantity 
and the commission moved fluidly 
through the agenda. 

Grimes Oil Company of Elba was 
awarded the year's contract for fur- 
nishing diesel fuel and gasoline to 
the county. 

The bid submitted for diesel was 
.75¢ below the state bid price and 
also, .75¢ below state bid price for 
gasoline. 

It was stipulated in the motion to 
accept the low bid that, if for any 
reason Grimes Oil could not mect 
delivery (3 days from date ordered), 
Heath Oil of Enterprise would be 
given the opportunity to deliver fucl 
and gasoline at their bid price of 
.001¢ below state bid on both diesel 
and gasoline. 

If neither company is unable to 
meet delivery of fuel and gas when 
ordered, the county will buy from 
other suppliers at state bid prices. 

Appearing before the commission 
was Sarah Smith, State Probation 
Officer. She requested the commis- 
sion’s assistance in acquiring tempo- 
rary housing for her office. 

Smith's office assists the courts in 
Coffee County and also the law en- 
forcement agencies in monitoring 
parolees. Her office was located in 
the Elba Courthouse. 

The commission agreed to assist 


Smith and asked her if she could at- 
tend a meeting to be held in Elba lat- 
er in the day to address this problem. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley inform the commission that 
it was nearing time to bid the publi- 
cation of the county's poll list. 

He was instructed to check with 
the board of registrars and find out 
when and what needed to be done. 

Mark Pool, County Engineer, re- 
ported to the commissioners that 43 
of the county's roads were still 
closed as of today and that 10 had 
been reopened to public use. 

He also reported that FEMA 
should finish their cost estimates 
within the next two to three wecks 
on ihe damages to county roads by 
recent heavy rains. 

The commission, upon request by 
Pool, approved paying matching 
funds so that the construction of the 
new bridge on County Road 45 
could begin. 

The cost of the bridge is estimat- 
ed to be $112,000.00. Approximate- 
ly 20 to 30 thousand dollars will be 
needed in matching funds. 

Coffee County Commission 
Chairman Billy Eagerton recom- 
mended to the commission that the 
county except the proposal to micro- 
film the records in the probate of- 
fice, This will pertain to the records 
from this date forward. 

The cost to the county will be ap- 
proximately $200 per month at each 
courthouse in addition to the present

City School Superintendent 
announces plans to retire 


Elba School Superintendent’ La- 
mar Foley announced to the school 
board Thursday night that he would 
be retiring when his present con- 
tract expires June 30th of this year. 

Foley explained that health 
problems were the reason for the 
decision. He has experienced some 
heart problems in the past and he 
said his doctor has advised him to 
retire. 

The tremendous job that lies 
ahead in managing the schools in 
temporary quarters for at least the 
next year while at the same time 
overseeing the site selection and 
construction of a complete new 
school complex would be more 
strain than his heart needs, he told 
board members. 

Foley's retirement plans were re- 
luctantly accepted by the board. 
The superintendent noted he would 
be available to help the schools in 
any way he could. “After 29 years 
with this school system, 1 just 
couldn't walk away without helping 
if needed. He stated he had no 
plans to leave Elba. 

In other action Thursday the 
board voted to mail letters to non- 
tenured teachers, heard status re- 
ports from the three school princi- 
pals and the food service manager, 
The board approved a recommen- 
dation that for the balance of the 
year, paid lunches be reduced to 
$1.00 a day from the present $1.10. 

The principals were upbeat over 
the prospect of the next few weeks 
of school even under adverse con- 
ditions. They had high praise for 
the teachers and the students, say-

The only records that were in 
doubt at this time were those of the 
county commission office. Bums 
told the commissioners that™an at- 
tempt was being made to retrieve 
those at this time. 

Burns also told the commission 
that, an attempt to give those county 
residents who suffered flood damage 
a break on this past year's taxes was 
to no avail. He was informed by the 
state that this could not legally be 
done without special legislation be- 
ing enacted. 

Next year, Burns felt, special 
consideration will possibly be given 
to those suffering damage caused by 
the flood. Re-evaluations and reas- 
sessments will be made and taxes 
levied accordingly. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
suggested that the board of registrars 
be contacted by the commission and 
asked to provide one additional poll 
worker at each polling place. The 
purpose of this worker would be to 
register anyone who had failed to re- 
identify. 

Stephens stated that, due to the 
flood, a lot of residents had been dis- 
placed and to some degree county 
government had been disrupted mak- 
ing it harder for voters to reidentify 
or register to vote. 

Eagerton stated that he under- 
stood that legislation was being en- 
acted to take care of this matter. 

The commission signed bills and 
adjourned!
